DESERT 
By Don Admiral 
Naturalist 


The Gila monster is not a native 
of the desert. 
He is found in New 
Mexico and Arizona and only finds 
his way here when captured 
and 
brought by a person. Two have re­ 
cently found a new home at the cac­ 
tus garden just south of the village, 
where they are confined in a stout 
cage at the rear of the display room. 
If you have never had the oppor­ 
tunity of inspecting the Gila monster 
at close range, it will be worth your 
while to see this large member of 
the lizard group. 
It is venomous, 
the poison glands being located in 
the lower jaw, the reverse position 
of those of rattlesnakes. 


Saguaro cactus is also not a 
native of this locality, though 
many have been 
transported 
from New Mexico. It is in blos­ 
som now, the 
white 
flowers 
standing out in contrast with 
the green trunk. 
There seems 
to be a check and balance sys­ 
tem employed by nature during 
the distribution of the indivi­ 
dual characteristics that 
bring 
attractiveness 
to the 
various 
species; the saguaro is tall, large, 
stately, but the blossom is rather 
insignificant compared with the 
bulk of the plant, 
while 
the 
beavertail is small, inconspic­ 
uous, but posseses 
a 
blossom 
that is outstanding. This meth­ 
od of leveling down seems to 
be quite generally used through­ 
out the animal and 
vegetable 
kingdoms; undoubtedly fair and 
possibly necessary. 


W c had planned a trip to Lake 
Arrowhead and Big Bear Lake but 
Sunday morning the weather 
was 
such that the trip was postponed and 
Keys’ View became the objective; a 
fortunate change of plans 
for we 
would probably have not made an­ 
other trip into that vicinity, this sea­ 
son. 
The floral display is steadily 
moving to higher elevations; it is 
just beginning to leave 
Morongo 
Valley; is past the height in Lost 
Horse Valley and soon only the des­ 
ert bushes that blossom late will be 
all until next spring. 


The Bladder Bush (Salazaria 
mexicana) catches the eye im­ 
mediately; the twigs are covered 
with small tan or pink bladder­ 
like decorations that are a dis­ 
tinct surprise the first time 
a 
visitor sees this bush and a mild 
surprise thereafter. It is one of 
the unique sights of the desert. 
The bush itself is quite distinc­ 
tive in that it is the only known 
species of the genus Salazaria. 
It was discovered many 
years 
ago 
when 
the 
international 
boundary survey between Mex­ 
ico and the United States was 
being made. 
The genus name, 
Salazaria, 
commemorates 
the 
name of Don Jose Salazar, the 
Mexican Commissioner of 
the 
survey. 


The tiny balloons, adorning the 
almost bare twigs, arc formed by the 
calyx, which is small and round dur­ 
ing the flower stage 
but enlarges 
after the flower stage until it be­ 
comes the striking thing about this 
bush. 
The flowers arc showy, 
of 
white and purple, but the bush is 
remembered by the multitudes 
of 
tiny tan or pinkish balloons clinging 
to the branches. 


Lost Horse Valley is a struc­ 
tural feature, much deeper and 
more sharply defined, before 
filled to its present level by the 
particles of decomposed granite 
washed from the 
surrounding 
mountains. Granite is thought of 
as an enduring rock but as a 
matter of fact the 
crystalline 
structure is often such as to al­ 
low for rapid disintegration. It 
is this rapid weathering of the 
granite in Lost Horse 
Valley 
and vicinity that has 
formed 
the curious shapes one can see 
in the rocky protuberances. 


Keys View is a mile above the 
floor of the desert; looking out and 
down from there one can sec the 
huge structural trough, hemmed in 
by high mountains that shut off the 
rain clouds, imprison the heat, thus 
forming the desert. 
From this high 
point one would not believe that 
comfort, luxury, and much activity 
existed near the desert side of San 
Jacinto. 
W e looked out over 
the 
valley, studied the location of land­ 
marks; but I am afraid without the 
seriousness of the early 
explorers 
w ho had to cross that desert, in the 
face of dangers that claimed 
the 
lives of many; in order to accomplish 
the same feat we merely stepped into 
a car, followed a well defined road, 
listened at times to the radio, and 
in tw o hours were in Palm Springs. 
Means and vehicles of transportation 
h a v e changed.

PLAIN FACTS REGARDING THE 
PROPOSED SANITARY DISTRICT

(Statem ent by the Committee) 


For the past several years, It 
has been apparent to most of the 
residents of Palm Springs 
that 
something should be done to elim ­ 
inate the unsanitary 
conditions 
existing in various portions of the 
village and upon the Indian reser­ 
vation. 
W hile these conditions, at 
this tim e, are not dangerous, they 
are becoming more serious each 
year as the village grows, and un­ 
less something is done to remedy 
the situation at an early date the 
m atter w ill become very serious 
w ithin the next two 
or 
three 
years. 


The only way in which sanitary 
conditions can he controlled satisfac­ 
torily is by the form ation of a sani­ 
tary district, which district, under the 
law, has the power and authority to 
control all unsanitary conditions with­ 
in the district, including not only sew ­ 
age. but garbage and any other m at­ 
ter which in any m anner could he 
detrim ental to the health of the com­ 
munity. 
As everyone 
knows, 
the Federal 
governm ent is intending to expend a 
large am ount of funds during the next 
year or two for many purposes among 
which the correction of sanitary con­ 
ditions is a t the head of the list. The 
county of Riverside has been study­ 
ing for the past several weeks the 
things within said county for which 
they are desirous of asking funds and 
the installation of a sewer system In 
Palm Springs heads the list in River­ 
side county: that is the reason for 
the form ation of the Palm Springs 
Sanitary District at this time. U nless 
such a district is formed, we cannot 
hope to obtain any governm ental help 
w hatever as the governm ent 
must 
have some legal entity to deal with. 
Therefore. It is Imperative, if we ex­ 
pect to obtain any Federal aid. that 
our sanitary district be formed at the 
earliest possible date. 


There 
has been 
considerable 
agitation regarding conditions on 
the Indian Reservation but until 
we clean up our own conditions 
and afford the residents of the In­ 
dian Reservation 
a 
reasonable 
way in w hich they may improve 
th eir sanitary conditions, we can­ 
not expect them to do very much 
toward rem edying the 
situation 
now existing on the Reservation. 


It is the expectation that the main 
lateral of our proposed sew er line 
leading from Palm Springs 
to 
the 
proposed sew er disposal situation will 
be made available to the residents of 
the Indian Reservation, and having 
afforded them a way in which to cor­ 
rect the conditions existing on the 
R eservation, we can, with propriety, 
insist upon th eir taking action. 


It has been stated, upon several oc- 
casona, th at only certain 
areas 
of 
Palm Springs are in need of improve­ 
m ent in sanitary conditions and fu rth ­ 
erm ore, that the proposed sewer sys­ 
tem is for the benefit of the larger 
property ow ners and business inter­ 
est's, which is supposed to apply to the 
larger hotels within the community. 


As a m atter of fact, most of the 
hotels, including the Desert Inn, 
E l M irador, the O asis and others, 
have taken care of their sanitary 
conditions in a proper manner and 
insofar as they are concerned are 
not in need of any additional sys­ 
tem whatsoever, as their present 
arrangem ents are adequate for a 
number of years to come. 
T h e ir 
interest in this m atter is for the 
benefit of the village as a whole, 
for, as every thinking person w ill 
readily trealize, we must not allow 
unsanitary and dangerous condi­ 
tions to exist in any part of the 
village, as they would affect all of 
the residents of the village, re­ 
gardless of where they 
reside. 
Th e three hotels above named w ill 
be required to pay approxim ately 
20 percent of the cost of the sys­ 
tem , even though they are them­ 
selves not in need of the same. 


Those residents who have children 
attending the schools or the picture 
shows, or who purchase their grocer­ 
ies in the business area of the village, 
going to the postoffice or the 
drug 
stores, are all susceptible to the dan­ 
ger from the continuation of the un­ 
sanitary conditions. 
T he care of the garbage in 
Palm 
Springs is an im portant m atter; the 


way in which your next door neighbor 
m ust live is of interest to you, partic­ 
ularly with regard to sanitary m at­ 
ters. An unsanitary condition existing 
w ithin half a mile of your home may 
be detrim ental to your health, th ere­ 
fore, everyone residing In the village 
of Palm Springs is interested in this 
very vital m atter. 


In the notice sent to you of the 
hearing of the petition by the county 
clerk, it is stated that th e total cost 
of the project, as per th e engineer’s 
maps, is $102.448.26, and that your 
property is subject to assessm ents or 
taxes at the rate of $9.15 per $100.00 
value. 
If you do not analyze 
this 
statem ent, it, of course, 
looks 
as 
though it is beyond reason. However, 
even assum ing that the project was 
going to cost the amount above stated, 
it must be realized that it is going to 
be paid for over a period of 40 years, 
and allowing for the redem ption of 
the bonds and interest over the whole 
period, the total assessm ent for the 
40 year period would be $18.30 per 
$100.00 assessed value, or 46c per $100 
per year which would m ake on a thou­ 
sand dollar assessm ent the total sum 
of $4.60 per year or $23.00 per year 
on a five thousand dollar assessm ent. 
As is well known to those who have 
kept informed on this m atter, it never 
was and never lias been the intention 
of the persons or interests proposing 
the form ation of the district to expend 
any such amount of the 
district’s 
funds for a sewer system. 


At a meeting held some several 
w eeks ago to which ail those in­ 
terested were invited, the repre­ 
sentatives of the S E R A 
stated 
that 
the 
Federal 
government 
would undoubtedly be willing to 
pay for all of the labdr .involved 
in building the system with 
the 
possible exception cf superintend­ 
ents' and engineers' fees. 
The es­ 
tim ated cost of the m aterials 
of 
the system is approxim ately $25,­ 
000.00 to which should be added 
approxim ately another $10,000.00, 
w hich w ill be required, should It 
be finally decided to put in a mod­ 
ern 
up-to-date 
disposal 
plant. 
Therefore, if we obtain all of the 
labor from the government w ith­ 
out cost and it is necessary for 
the district to buy actual mate­ 
rials, the total cost to the district 
would 
not exceed approxim ately 
$35,000.00. 
In addition 
to 
the 
prom ise of labor, however, we also 
have the possibility of obtaining 
funds for the paym eil^of the ma­ 
terials to the extent of 30 percent 
of the cost thereof, although this 
Is not at the present tim e a cer­ 
tainty. 
Everyone realizes that in 
perform ing work under the rules 
and regulations of 
the 
S ER A , 
which is usually done without the 
use of labor saving devices, it is 
considerably more expensive than 
having the work done by modern 
labor saving m achinery. However, 
one of the purposes of the gov­ 
ernm ent in assisting such proj­ 
ects as this, is to create employ­ 
ment, although it may be more 
expensive than the sam e 
wofk 
done by m achinery. 
Therefore In 
the engineer's estim ate of the cost 
of this system , the labor cost of 
approxim ately $35,000.00 w as dou­ 
bled by them to allow for the ex­ 
cess cost thereof. 
In other words 
our system could 
probably 
be 
built as outlined by the engineers, 
and as they have advised us, for 
$60.000.00 to $65,000.00. 


In the event for any reason we 
should not be able to obtain govern­ 
m ent funds. It would be necessary to 
m aterially reduce the cost of the sys­ 
tem . 
The undersigned pledged them ­ 
selves to oppose any bond issue or in­ 
debtedness against the district in con­ 
nection with this m atter which will 
exceed the sum of $35,000.00 regard­ 
less of w hether or not governm ent aid 
is available. 
Before any bond issue 
can be created against the district, it 
is necessary th at the voters of the 
district approve of the sam e by a two- 
thirds vote. 
Therefore, w ith the as­ 
surance of the undersigned and many 
of the residents of Palm Springs that 
they will not sanction an indebted­ 
ness of m ore than $35,000.00 against 
the d is tric t everyone has assurance 
th at the indebtedness will be 
kept 
within the above am ount 
T here will not be any difficulty in 
selling a bond issue of $35.000.00 or

San Francisco—A much-feared trop­ 
ical 
disease, 
widely 
dissem inated 
throughout portions of Africa, 
has 
now been encountered in the highlands 
of Guatem ala and southern Mexico. A 
definite northw ard trend of th is dis­ 
ease has compelled far-reaching de­ 
fense m easures to prevent it from in­ 
vading the United States. The disease 
is known as Onchocercosis, a parasitic 
malady which, in its advanced etage, 
may cause blindness and other 
se­ 
rious complications. 
Although there 
are no known cases in California, the 
Buffalo gnat and related sim uliid in­ 
sects of the high Sierra and other ele­ 
vations In the state, are known to be 
potential carriers of the disease. 


T he stricken black slaves from the 
African forests, with their nodule-cov­ 
ered heads and bodies, probably In­ 
troduced this tenacious African dis­ 
ease into the New W orld. 
W hile the 
disease is not necessarily fatal and 
may be cured o r checked by surgery 
in the lighter cases. It can cause blind­ 
ness, delirium, convulsions and other 
com plaints. 
The problem of control 


less on a reasonable interest bearing

A recent bulletin on Onchocercosis, 
prepared by Dr. H erbert G. Johnstone, 
and Dr. Albert F. Larsen of the Paci­ 
fic Institute of Tropical Medicine in 
the U niversity of California, details 
the history of this disease In N orth 
America and draw s the following con­ 
clusion: 


"The num erous Mexican im m igrants 
in the United S tates provide an oppor­ 
tunity for the presence of a carrier of 
Onchocerca caecutiens. This may lead 
subsequently to the contam ination of 
our own sim uliid species. 
If this oc­ 
curs, a case of the disease is sure to 
m ake its appearance sooner or later, 
and once present it is difficult to erad­ 
icate.”
